importers' stores aro absolutely bare 
of European goods, according to trad- 
ers of this city. 
Since most of 
the 


foreign goods coming from Europe go 
thru New York, the situation here is 
considered indicative of the rest of 
the country. 


Importers say there has never been 


a. time when European goods were so 
scarce and they find the 
situation 


growing more difficult instead of im- 
proving, since the war ended. This is 
laid to shortage of materials and la- 
bor troubles in Europe and discontinu- 
ance of stimulated trade. 


During the war, European countries 


made a special effort to ship 
their 


goods to America for 
the effect it 


would have on exchange, which at that 
time was made stable 
by 
interna- 


tional 
agreement. 
Exchange 
has 


dropped since peace was declared and | 
no effort is any longer made by gov- 
ernments to stimulate trade. 


The result is that fewer goods are 


being sent to America now-than dur- 
ing the war, according to import rs. 
This applies especially to manufac- 
tured products, such as tools, small 
machines, clothing materials and per- 
fumes.
